slder, in that in the latter case th 
returns from the investment are paii

portion of the dividends. 


above total of $1.100,000 does 


not include the value of the houses in 
which the instructor* and employees 
of the College live who are not housed 
In College buildings, nor does it in 
elude the value of the bualness build- 
Ings and-hoim* In Gettysburg amount- 
ing to hundreds of thousand* of dol- 
lars more which are occupied by those 
who indirectly depend on the business 
brought to Gettysburg by these two 
institutions.

That parents living 
in Gettysburg can give their children 
a high grade college education at a 
very low cost u an asset to the town 
of great value educationally, socially, 
and financially. The generosity

past donors to the college now oper- 
ates to reduce the cost of instruction 
by at least one-half. 


The financial returns, large as they 


are, in fact, are from another stand- 
point less than the resulting advan- 
tages of education, culture, refinement,

A recent cable despatch announcing 


the completion' of the experiments 
which Prof. Svaute Arrhenlne, the 
noted physicist and Nobel prize win- 
ner, has been conducting In Stock 
holm to prove the marvellous Impetus 
which can be given to tbe arrowth and 
mental development of children by 
the use of high frequency, alternating 
electrical currents ha* aroused much 
Interest among medical practitioners 
In this country They look upon these 
experiments as highly significant in 
foreshadowiUK one of the most import* 
ant advanced in twentieth century 
medicine 


"It is a tremendous principle which 


Prof Arrheuius has made use of," 
was the enthusiastic couimeut of Dr 
William J. Morton, an authority upon 
questions of electro therapeutics and a 
professor iu the New York Post-Urad 
uate Medical School and Hospital, 
"aud one that is destined to revolu- 
tion 176 the methods 
of conserving 


health aud treating disease. Particu- 
larly iu large cities will its application 
prove efficacious. The effect of static 
electricity inclusive of high frequency 
current is to reproduce all the condi- 
tions of fresh air treatment at the sea- 
shore Its action upon plant life in 
which direction much research has 
been done, is very striking. Ju every 
case the explanation is simple, What 
is brought about is au increased oxida- 
tion of the waste products of Hviug 
organisms, with the result that life 
flourishes in a \ery marked degree 
There is hardly any limit to the ex- 
tension which this principle allows 
In modifying the metabolic processes 
in the individual aud iinproMng his 
general nutrition you eliminate for 
him more tban SO per cent, of disease. 
Installations similar to tne one at 
Stockholm if iu general use, as they 
will be someday, would beofincalcu- 
lable benefit to humanity.

As- described tbe experiment con 


sisted in placing two groups of school 
children in schoolrooms identical iu 
every respect except that unknown to 
tbe teachers and pupils one of the 
rooms bad been wired for alternating 
electrical currents of very high frequ- 
ency. >or six months these children, 
who were similar to their fellows iu 
tbe uuwired room, were unconsciously 
subject to the influence of tbe waves 
which were set up, and at tbe expira- 
tion of that period a careful compari 
sou was made. A striking contrast 
was discovered The children who bad 
received the electrical treatment show- 
ed iu bodily growth and menial activ- 
ity nearly twice the development of 
those who had not.

hota, nor are nutritional ailmeuta able 
to maintain their grip. 
By putting 


the patient into the best state of met- 
aboltam you eliminate for him more 
tban 50 per cent, of disease, aud this 
is what the Induced waves accomplish.

Asked if the same degree of reaction 


could be hoped for mentally Dr.'Mor- 
ton aaid he thougtit not. He attribut- 
ed the mental development of the 
children iu the Stockholm experiment 
lo their physical well being aud the 
composure of mind which conies from 
perfect health. He went on to add : 


'•As soon as we are suiliciently en- 


lightened systems like Prof. Arrheu- 
ms's will be installed iu all our hos- 
pitals aud sanitariums, and 1 assure 
yuu that is the next step which will 
be taken. More than that, the time 
will come when every dwelling will 
be equipped with a plant which will 
then be as indespeusable as the bath- 
room is today, a plant creating condi- 
tions under which a longer healthier 
term of life is insured. Think of ttttiuir 
up one's home with tnis contrivance. 
It'* like bringing down a piece of tbe 
sun to lighten aud warm the dark, 
unwholesome houses and bringing 
freeh air to the crowded city." 


Pruning Trees with Dead Branches. 


A correspondent from the eastern 


part of Pennsylvania seut to State 
Zoologist U. A. Surface, at Harris- 
burg, some dead branches of trees, aud 
asked for instructions as to what to du 
for his orchard. The reply to the let- 
ter, which is of general interest, wns 
as follows : 


"Tbe only thing to do is to cut the 


dead or dying parts and try to reshape 
tbe tree the best way that is possible 
afterward. It is, of course, difficult to 
tell the real cause of this trouble, 
which may be plaut diseases. Tbe 
wood must be cut out further back 
than tbe blight infection. 
Burn the 


twigs and branches that were cut oft", 
being, of course, sure to get them far 
enouich away from all live trees that 
the heat will not cause injury. 
Steri- 


li/e the saw aud other pruuiug imple- 
ments by wiping them between cuts 
with a cl-Jtli dipped iu kerosene or 
turpentine, 


"In pruning a tree of which the 


branches are dying the only thing to 
do is to cut out all dead aud dying 
parts, being sure to cut back into the 
living wood, and if possible make the 
cuLjust above the outer, living branch 
so that there will be something left to 
maintalu tbe growth and cause n to 
heal over rapidly. 
If there are any 


short shoots, twigs, spurs or water, 
sprouts on the trees be sure to save 
them aud let them grow. Cut out the 
upper branches if the tree is growing 
to high, e\eu though they are alive. 
This will force shoots to tbe lower 
parti, wliicu can be selected later to 
form the lower branches. As a rule it 
scarcely pays to attempt much opera- 
tion on old trees that are dying, in 
many cases it.is important to spray 
them, aud for tnis purpose I recom- 
mend tbe lime-sulfur solution during 
tbe dormant season, made accordiug 
to the directions furnished from the 
office ot tbe Economic Zoologist, at 
Harrisburg. 


"Together with the stimulation from 


pruning go tbe necessity of fertilizing 
the trees, cultivatiugor mulching them 
and otberwise caring for them. 
No 


one horticultural practice is sufficient 
as a rule, to put a tree iu proper con- 
dition."
